jorities in senate and house. Their

down as much as possible

forecast 
democratic losses of a 


half dozen or more senate seats 
and of 75 or 80 in the house. 
Absurd, Farley Hays,

Farley called such a prediction ab- 
surd, although he said it "would 
be idle to deny" some democratic 
house members would K>se. 
Most 


prominent democrats 
figure 
the 


house turnover at 25 to 50, and 
concede two or three senators and 
as many governors to the opposi- 
tion.

MILES IN A FEW MINUTES 


MORE THAN 48 HOURS 


PORT DARWIN, Australia, Nov. 


7.—(/P)—Nine young British air- 
men captured the world's 
non- 
stop distance record for the Royal 
air force today after a flight across 
Indian Jungles and southern seas 
from 
Ismallla, Egypt. 


Two of the three Vlckers Wel- 
lesley bombers in which they flew 
roared into Port Darwin shortly 
after 
noon, having covered ap- 


proximately 7,160 miles In a few 
milnutes over 48 hours for an 
average speed of 149 miles an 
hour.' 


The third 
landed at 
Kupang, 
Timor Island, Dutch East Indies, 
about 6,600 miles from Ismallla, 
due to a fuel shortage. It refuel- 
ed and took off Immediately for 
Port Darwin 


All three ecllsped the previous 


record set by Soviet fliers wfto 
flew 6,306 miles from Moscow to 
San Jacinto, Calif., by way of the 
North Pole In July, 1937, 


And the Soviet flight took long- 


er—62 hours and 17 minutes.

YOUNG POLISH JEW 
SHOOTS ATTACHE OF 
NAZI PARISJMBASSY 


DECLARED HE HAS COME TO 
AVENGE HIS COUNTRYMEN 


RECENTLY EXPELLED 


PARIS, Nov. 7.—(#)—A 


17-year-old Polish Jew, de- 
claring 
he 
had come to 


nvenge 
his 
coountrymen 


who 
have 
been 
expelled 


from Germany, today shot 
and gravely wounded a sec- 
retary of the German em- 
bassy. 
The secretary, Ernst von Rath, 


32-year-old nephew of the 
late 


Roland 
Koester, former German 
ampassador to France, was taken 
to a hospital where he underwent 
an operation for removal of bul- 
lets from his abdomen and one 
shoulder. 
The assailant, who gave 
his 
name as Herschel Grynszpan, for- 
merly of Hanover, Germany, was 
captured by embassy attaches af- 
ter a brief scuffle and handed 
over to the French police. 


The 
embassy 
spokesman 
said 


the youth who fired the shot de- 
clared he "wanted to avenge1 his 
Polish brthren."

week sent back to Poland several 
thousand

J"ws, 


fearing new Polish passports regu- 
lations -night deprive them of. citi- 
zenship and leave them in Ger« 
many as German charges.) 


The youth entered the embas- 


sy at 9:35. He was taken to the 
office ,of von Rath, who is at- 
tached to German legation service 
as well as to the embassy. ' 
Two pistol shots rang out, and 
other attaches came on the run, 


Both shots struck von Rath and 


wounded him gravely 
He 
was 


taken to a nearby hospital. 
Embassy 
authorities held 
the 


youth until French police arrived. 
The spokesman Identified the as- 
sailant as Herschel Grynszpan, 17,"

resident of Hanover, 


Germany. 


The embassy spokesman charg- 


ed that the youth was "erclted by 
Jews in France" and indicated his 
belief the shooting was Inspired 
by the recent mass expulsion of 
Jews from Germany.

Because General Motors, Indivted 


with the. other two firms, did not 
propose an "acceptable" plan for 
a consent decree, the department 
said, the case against it "must be 
vigorously prosecuted." 


Should the government lose its 


General Motor case, officials ex- 
plained, the department will not 
attempt to hold Ford and Chry- 
sler to their agreements. 


Although 
it said 
presentation 


of the decrees for court approval 
in the Ford and Chrysler cases 
"involves no admission of guilt,' 
the department said that on the 
basis of the evidence It had col- 
lected and viewed, it believed the 
two concerns "guilty of the anti- 
trust law violations charged In 
the Indictments."

The inauguration of the 


hours and wages law seems 
to be proceeding with less 
dislocation of business than 
many feared.

But for the 
present, this

Employers forced to raise 


wages immediately, on the 
minimum 26 - cents-an-hour 
basis, are a minority, found 
chiefly in the pecan, cotton, 
tobacco and ladies' garment 
industries.

SUPERHIGHWAYS 


The Federal Bureau of 


Public Roads says a survey 
to determine the feasibility 
of a gridiron of great na- 
tional highways is 
almost 


finished, and a report will 
be submitted to Congress 
during the 
winter. 
There 


would be apparently, three 
of 
these 
master-highways 


running across the country 
from coast to coast and as 
many 
intersecting 
them 


from north to south. No de- 
tails are given yet, so it is 
uncertain whether such a 
system will be recommend- 
ed and how much it would 
cost.

plan, if approved by the bu- 
reau and Congress, may be 
that the

NEAR $5,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. 


-*-(£•)—Massachusetts went 
to the front today in the 
race 
of four 
tax-hungry 


states which claimed Col. 
Edward H. R. Green" as 
their own when he died and 
left a $36,000,000 estate. 
A special master recommended 
to the supreme court that the Bay 
State, be decreed as Green's legal 
domicile—giving it the right to 
collect a $4,947,008 ,levy, if the 
court concurs. 
' 
The master, John S. Flannery 


of Washington, called the son of 
fabulously wealthy Hetty Green a 
nomad, to whom "home was where 
he happened to be." Flannery re- 
jected calims of Texas, New York 
and Florida. 
Green, who paid rent of from 


$60 to $27,000 a year on some o.f 
his "homes," died in 1936. 
The 


federal government got $17,520,987 
in taxes on a net estate of $36,- 
137,335. So far, no state collected 
anything. 
Litigation was begun by Texan, 


which sought to impose a levy of 
$4,685,057. \ The Texas complaint 
was directed against Massachu- 
setts, New York, which sought 
$5,910,301, 
and 
Florida, 
which 


claimed $4,663,857. 
Taxes More Than Estate. 
Taxes claimed by the 
federnl 
and the four state governments 
totalled 
$37,727,000, or 
$1,589,000 


more than the value of the net 
estate, of which Mrs. Hetty Sylvia 
Ann Howland Green Wllks, a sla- 
ter, is the sole legatee- 
Mabel 
Harlow 
Green, 
the 
widow, re- 


ceives $18,000 a year under an 
agreement. 
Although Col. Green disclaimed 
Massachusetts as his domicile and 
called Texas his home, Flinnery 
ruled "conduct Is of greater evl- 
dental value than mere declaration 
of Intent." 


Declaring Green never had a 


place of residence in Texas after 
1911, 
Flannery 
told 
the 
court 


Green's declaration to tax 
offi- 


cials of New York, Massachusetts 
and Florida that he had a legal 
residence in Texas were made 
"for 
the purpose of escaping tax- 


ation In those jurisdictions," 


Green's almost fantastic career, 


from his birth in England to his 
death at Lake Placid, N. Y-, occu- 
pied the greater part of the mas- 
:er';s 57-page report. 
Green was 


educated in Vermont, Massachu- 
setts and New York, lived in Tex- 
as for 20 years, married in Illi- 
nois, later lived in New York, 
Massachusetts 
and Florida 
and 
was buried in Vermont. 


Domicile Question Important. 
The domicile question, Flannery 
asserted, has become "Increasingly 
mportant to the federal and state 
authorities," In "this area of liber- 
al expenditures and high taxation 
-iy governmental agencies when 
:ne bulk of Individual wealth x x 
s In intangible property which 
may be moved from place to placo 
jy blgatory millionaires to escape 
taxation." 


Flannery said Green gathered 
ils large fortune as the result of 
'Inheritance, tax avoidance and 
ncome accumulation," and paid 
arge sums in taxes to the federal 
sovernment. 
However, 
apart 


from levies against his real and 
personal property in the various 
states, Flannery added, he paid 
no income or personal taxes to 
any state. 


Flannery 
reported that Green 


once had a friend rent a room at 
the home of a Mrs. Jarvls in Ter- 
rell, Texas, for $5 a month to pre- 
serve his right to vote in Texas. 
Urs. Jarvls never saw him, but 
10 mailed a' vest and a pair of 
trousers to the house, the report 
added.

rental of $27,000, from 1929 to 
1933, when the rent was reduced.

tained a palatial 
residence on 
Star Island, Miami, he likewise 
paid no intangible.property taxed, 
never voted, but called himself a 
"Cracker."

master Green ' had expressed E 
liking for Florida, said he'd like 
to spend the rest of his days theru 
and would live there

round If It weren't for the "damn 
mosquitoes." 


But Flannery found that Green

Green Termed Nomad. 
"He was nomadic in his tastes," 
said the report, "and evidently re- 
garded domicile as something dis- 
tinct and apart from home or res 
Idence.

Jersey, Nov. 4.—W—Four- 
teen persons were killed to- 
day in one of Briton's worst 
airplane disasters when a 
fully-loaded passenger 
air- 


liner crashed in a field just 
after taking off for South- 
ampton, England. 


The victims were nine men, four 


women and one child, and Includ- 
ed the pilot, Captain A. G. M. 
Gary, the wireless operator, 11 
passengers and a man working 
in the field where plane crashed. 
The plane was on a 
regular 


run between Jersey, in the Eng- 
lish channel, and Southampton. 
The crash occurred at 10:52 a. 


m. (4:52 a.m., C.S.T.) shortly af- 
ter the takeoff from Jersey air- 
port, which Is several miles from 
St. Heller. 
The plane was seen 
to circle several times In the chan- 
nel fog before falling into the 
field about 600 yards from the 
takeoff. 
It was a four-motored De Havl- 


land plane named St. Catherine's 
Bay. 


The only recent comparable dis 
aster in Britain was the crash of 
a Netherlands airliner at Crydon 
airport Dec. 9, 1936, when 14 per- 
sons were killed, including Juan 
De La Cierva, inventor of the au- 
toglro. 


It made the worst disaster In- 


volving a British airliner since the 
Imperial Airw-iys' "City of Liver- 
pool" crashed at Dixmude, Bel- 
glum, in March, 1933, causing 15 
deaths. 


The plane which crashed today 
was operated by the Jersey Air- 
ways Service on a route used by 
hundreds 
of 
vacationists each 
year. 
Distress calls quickly brought 
doctors nurses, firemen and am- 
bulances. In a few moments after 
the clash the peaceful countryside 
looked like a wartime casualty 
station. 
The airliner was seen to be in 


difficulties when flying over St. 
Peter port with smoke and flames 
streaming from one of 
her 
en- 


gines. 
She turned 
around 
ap- 


parently in an effort to return to 
the airport, but suddenly hurtled 
to earth, narrowly missing a ho- 
tel. 


The plane»fell with a terrific 
crash, toppled over and burst in- 
to flames. A few seconds later 
there was a loud explosion.
